II,  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

General  Remarks. 


(1)  General  Diseases . 

Diseases  of  Respiratory  and  Digestive  Systems  remain  the  most  prevalent, 
there  having  been  3,425  cases  of  the  former  arid  3,925  of  the  latter. 

There  was  an  increase  of  3,782  in  the  total  number  of  cases  treated  at  the 
Victoria  Hospital. 

An  outbreak  of  Yellow  Fever  occurred  in  October  and  continued  until  the  end 
of  December,  A  full  account  of  this  outbreak  will  be  found  in  Appendix  I. 

No  outbreak  of  Plague  or  Small  pox  took  place  in  1934. 

4,391  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  this  Department  during  1934. 


(II)  Communicable  Diseases. 

(1 )  Mosquito  or  insect  Borne. 

i,  Malaria. — 934  cases  were  diagnosed  during  the  year.  Of  these  11/ 
were  admitted  to  hospital. 

ii.  Trypanosomiasis. — TOO  cases  were  treated  in  Bathurst  and  Georgetown. 
No  single  case  has  been  classified  as  Trypanosomiasis  except  as  the 
result  of  tiiorough  examination  of  blood  or  gland  juice.  The  subject 
of  Trypanosomiasis  was  brought  up  during  the  year  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  a  survey  of  the  whole  Protectorate  to  be  carried  out 
during  1935.  It  is  hoped  that,  with  additional  staff,  it  will  be  possible 
to  treat  all  cases  in  the  areas  localised. 

iii.  Yellow  Fever. — G  cases  were  reported.  Of  these  six,  5  were  fatal. 

iv,  Blackwaier  Fever. —  One  case  (non  fatal)  was  treated  during  1934. 

v,  Filariasis. — 5(5  cases  in  the  form  of  Elephantiasis  were  recorded  durin°r 
the  year. 
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(2)  Infection  s  .Diseases. 

i.  Influenza  132  cases  were  recorded  durin  g  the  ear  in  comparison  with 
98  cases  in  1933. 


ii.  Dysentery ,  Amoebic. — 31  cates  recorded,  30  of  which  were  diagnosed 
microscopically. 

iii.  Dysentery  Bacillary. — 26  cases  as  compared  with  2  cases  in  1933. 

iv.  Leprosy. — 29  cases  were  recorded  as  compared  with  30  cases  in  1933. 
With  regard  to  this  disease  it  is  felt  that  the  absence  of  spectacular 
results  in  the  treatment  afforded  has  affected  the  attendance  of  many 
sufferers, 

v.  Yaws. — 64  cases  were  under  treatment  during  the  }’ear.  This  disease 
is  more  commonly  found  in  the  Protectorate  than  in  Bathurst.

III,  HYGIENE  AND  SANITATION, 

A.  GENERAL  review  of  work  done  and  progress  made. 

Mala r ict .  — -During  the  year  customary  measures  were  taken  to  prevent  the 
breeding  of  anopheline  mosquitoes. 

(0  Oiling. —  xDi  oiling  gang  consisting  of  eight  men  was  constantly  at  Work 
during  the  rains. 

The  lack  cf  proper  outfall  due  to  the  flatness  of  the  district  alld 
the  almost  complete  absence  of  gradients,  coupled  with  numerous 
earth  drains  in  all  parts  of  the  town,  greatly  add  to  the  work  of 
attempting  to  control  mosquito  breeding  during  the  wet  season. 

(2)  Grass  Clearing,— A  considerable  amount  of  clearing  was  done,  special 

attention  being  given  to  sides  of  earth  drains,  and  clearing  pools 
preliminary  to  oiling. 

(3)  Drainage .• — The  earth  drains  are  a  constant  menace  to  the  town  in  the 

rains,  and  were  constantly  watched  and  treated,

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(4)  Filling  In, — Rubbish  and  tins  and  bottles  were  utilised  in  reclamation 
work. 

Inspections  were  regularly  made  but  various  places,  e.g.  Hospital 
Compound,  MacCarthv  Square,  Government  House  Grounds  still 
present  grave  problems. 

Yellow  Fever. — Towards  the  end  of  the  vear  an  unfortunate  outbreak  of

Yellow  Fever  occured.  In  all  four  European  cases  were  reported 
and  two  Africans.  ( See  Appendix  7) 


(1)  General  Routine  Preventive 


Measures. 


House  to  House  Inspection . — The  regular  weekly  inspection  of  all  compounds 
for  mosquito  larvae  is  essential  if  the  yellow  fever  mosquito  which  is  essentially 
a  domestic  breeder,  is  to  be  kept  under  control.  During  the  year  23,513  compound 
inspections  were  made,  34  cases  of  larvae  were  found  (Larval  Index  for  the  year 
was  0.14),  34  prosecutions  for  larvae  were  taken,  and  £28.  11,  Od.  was  collected 
in  fines  for  larval  offence. 

The  presence  of  numerous  mosquito  breeding  trees  and  plants  in  and  around 
compounds  was  dealt  with  as  far  as  possible. 


Tanks  and  Cutters- — were  periodically  examined,  and  constantly  supervised. 
The  sumps  round  water  stand  pipes  were  kept  constantly  oiled. 

Luring  the  outbreak  49  fumigations  were  done  by  the  Health  Department. 


Tins  and  Bottles — were  dumped  and  utilised  in  reclamation  work. 

Wells. — There  were  some  78  wells  in  Bathurst  and  they  were  inspected  periodi¬ 
cally  for  protection.  They  required  constant  supervision  to  prevent  them  from 
becoming  breeding  places. 

Quarantine , — The  town  of  Bathurst  was  placed  twice  in  quarantine,  from 
12th  November  till  28th  November,  1934  and  from  25th  December,  1934  till  the 
end  of  the  year.  Every  precaution  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  taken. 

Small  Pox. — There  were  no  cases  recorded  and  no  vaccinations  performed  by 
the  Health  Department,

Plague . — There  were  no  cases  recorded  during  the  year. 

Anti-Rat  Measures.- — 24,589  rats  were  caught  and  destroyed  during  the 

year. 


(2)  General  Measures  of  Sanitation. 

Scavenging  and  Refuse . — The  dumping  ground  for  household  and  other  refuse 
Was  removed  to  the  Lasso  Wharf  end  of  the  Lasso  Wharf  tidal  basin  and  the  refuse 
Used  in  reclamation  work,  It  is  estimated  that  26,666  loads  of  refuse  (approximately 
2,U00  tons)  were  disposed  of  in  this  way  during  the  year.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year  four  field  incinerators  were  erected  and  proved  very  satisfactory  in  disposing  of 
the  refuse  by  burning.  The  method  of  disposal  of  night  soil  by  dumping  into  the 
tidal  water  at  Malta  Creek  is  still  in  use  and  is  more  or  less  satisfactory.  It  is 
computed  that  181,807  pails  of  night  soil  were  thus  disposed,  (roughly  500  every 
night).  The  revenue  from  Sanitary  Night  Service  for  1934  was  £570.  85.  6d. 

Water. — The  pipe  town  supply  from  Lamin  remained  uniformly  good. 
Chlorination  at  the  source  was  introduced  with  results  which  appear  gratifying. 
Eight  new  standpipes  were  erected  at  different  points  in  the  town  during  the  year, 


id 


an  increase  most  acceptable  to  the  town  people  but  the  disposal  of  the  waste  water 
from  these  standpipes  is  extremely  difficult,  and  they  need  constant  attention  such 
as  oiling,  or  bailing  out  water  from  overburdened  soakage  pits.  Under  an  order 
dated  22nd  December,  1934,  all  wells  were  permanently  closed  at  or  about  the  end 
of  the  year. 
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Offensive  Trades. — Offensive  trades  e.g.  hide  drying,  skin  curing,  lime  making 
and  fish  drying,  are,  as  far  as  possible,  concentrated  in  the  Malfa  Creek  area,  where 
they  are  away  from  houses.  There  still  remain,  however,  hide  curing  tanks  and 
sheds  and  also  beeswax  factories  in  the  commercial  area  of  the  town. 


(3)  School  Hygiene. 


Medical  inspections  of  school  children  are  carried  out  by  the  Government 
Medical  Officers. 

There  were  no  vaccinations  of  school  children  done  during  the  year,  by  the 
Health  Department. 

(4)  Food  in  Delation  to  Health  and  Disease. 

Routine  inspections  of  meat  and  fish  were  carried  out  at  the  Albert  Market. 
The  cold  store  continues  to  work  satisfactorily,  but  still  it  is  not  fully  appreciated 
by  the  butchers.  Their  objection  seems  to  be  that  meat  stored  therein  loses 
weight.

Bread  baking  continues  to  be  carried  out  in  a  cleanly  and  hygienic  manner  and 
the  quality  of  the  bread  remains  much  the  same.  The  periodic  inspection  of 
bakehouses  is  routine  work,  as  also  is  the  inspection  of  shops.  The  latter  however 
are  still  too  small  and  clirtv  but  it  is  hoped  that  pending  legislation  will  help  to 
rectify  this  and  empower  this  Department  to  improve  the  quality  and  decrease  the 
quantity  of  these  bread  selling  shops. 

B.  Measures  Taken  to  Spread  the  Knowledge  of  Hygiene

Prac  tical  examples  of  cleanliness  and  how  to  avoid  dirt  and  disease,  are  given 
to  the  people  by  the  Health  Service  Staff,  both  European  and  African. 

A  Health  AVeek  to  spread  the  knowledge  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  was 
inaugurated  but  owing  to  various  factors  it  was  impossible  to  complete.  The  Staff 
of  the  Mother  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  also  contribute  valuable  advice  in  their 
particular  line  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. 

It  may  be  stated  herein  that,  where  example  proved  abortive,  notices  to  abate 
nuisances  were  served  and  police  court  proceedings  were  resorted  to.  These

C.  Training  of  Sanitary  Personnel. 

To  the  four  original  Inspectors  three  were  added  in  August  and  six  additional 
ones  later  in  the  year  making  a  total  of  thirteen.  More  frequent  and  more  detailed 
inspection  of  compounds  can  now  be  given.  The  training  of  the  Staff  was 
undertaken  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer  and  latterly  by  Dr.  Duncan,  Assistant 
Director  of  Health  Service,  Sierra  Leone,  assisted  by  the  Sanitary  Superintendent. 

IV.  PORT  HEALTH  WORK  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

All  ships  arriving  in  the  Gambia  were  boarded  by  members  of  the  Health 
Service.  In  no  case  was  a  dangerous  infectious  disease  found  on  board.  During 
quarantine  periods,  strict  precautions  were  taken  with  regard  to  mooring  vessels  ; 
they  were  required  to  work  in  mid  stream  where  possible,  and  no  ship  was  allowed 
alongside  a  wharf  after  6  p.m.  or  before  6  a-m.  Passengers  wishing  to  leave 
Bathurst  were  put  under  supervision  for  an  isolation  period  of  6  days.  The 
assistance  of  the  Marine  and  Police  Departments  is  gratefully  recorded  here.

(1)  A  police  cordon  was  placed  to  prevent  any  one  entering  or 
leaving  the  Island  of  St.  Mary  except  under  observation. 

(2)  Isolation  over  a  period  of  six  days  of  all  persons  going  into  the 
Protectorate.  This  was  of  paramount  importance  as  the  trading 
season  had  just  begun.  To  enable  the  traders,  etc.,  to  engage 
in  normal  trading  463  were  isolated  for  six  days  and  then,  all 
being  in  good  health,  were  allowed  to  proceed  up-river. 


The  thanks  of  the  Department  are  due  to  the  Marine  and  Police  Departments 
for  their  ready  co-operation. 


Bathurst  was  declared  “an  Infected  place”  on  November  12th. 

When  a  fourth  case  oceured  outside  help  was  called  for.  The  Government  of 
Sierra  Leone  was  asked  for  immediate  assistance  by  the  loan  of  a  Senior  Officer  of 
the  Health  Service,  and  Dr.  J,  A.  A.  Duncan,  Assistant  Director  of  Health  Service, 
arrived  here  by  air  on  December  18th,  took  over  control,  and  inaugurated  an  inten¬ 
sive  sanitary  campaign.

The  measures  taken  by  Dr.  Duncan  were 

(1)  The  Sanitary  Inspector  Staff  was  increased  to  13  by  the  employment  of 
6  Sanitary  Itarners  who  were  rapidly  shown  the  rudiments  of  house  to 
house  inspection. 

(2) "  Adequate  labour  was  employed  to  carry  out  necessary  cleaning  up  of 

the  town. 

(3)  Director  of  Public  Works  was  made  responsible  for  and  readily 
accepted  the  task  of  removing  all  eaves,  gutters,  the  inspection  and 
sealing  of  all  water  tanks  and  the  closure  of  all  wells  on  Government 
property,  for  the  felling  and  removal  of  all  trees  considered  dangerous 
to  health,  for  the  erection  of  four  bush  type  incinerators  and  for  the 
construction  of  the  waste  water  drums  necessary  to  replace  the  existing 
“soakage  pits”.  The  ashes  from  the  incinerators  were  used  to  cover  up 
the  innumerable  tins,  etc,  which  were  being  brought  to  the  dump,  there 
to  be  partially  broken  up  by  hammers  before  being  thrown  on  the 
travelling  edge  of  the  dump.  It  is  noteworthy  that  although  there  had 
been  a  dry  period  of  nearly  three  months  duration,  breeding  of  mosqui¬ 
toes  was  still  found  in  the  eaves  and  in  hole  s  in  trees, 

(4)  As  a,  temporary  precaution,  all  sumps,  or  soakage  pits  to  standpipes, 
public  or  private,  were  oiled,  as  were  also  ditches  and  drains  which 
were  holding  water,  the  disclosed  tins  etc.  being  removed.

(5)  All  long  grass  was  cut  and  burnt. 

(6)  The  normal  sanitary  refuse  disposal  fleet  being  unable  to  cope  with  the 
amount  of  rubbish  in  the  streets,  labourers  were  employed  to  collect  the 
rubbish  at  central  points  from  which  it  could  be  more  quickly  removed 
by  the  lorry  service. 

(7)  Under  the  supervision  of  the  European  Sanitary  Superintendent,  the 
African  Inspectors  and  learners  eii  masse  assisted  by  labourers  took 
each  day  one  section  of  the  town  and  systematically  cleared  it, 

(8)  Inspection  of  the  numerous  lighters,  barges,  boats,  etc.  along  the 
foreshore. 

(9)  Pending  the  ability  of  the  people  to  close  their  private  wells,  all  such 
were  prevented  from  breeding  mosquitoes  by  being  disinfected  and  oiled. 

(10)  All  unprotected  water  tanks  too  large  to  be  readily  moved  were  oiled. 

(11)  When  necessary  thorough  fumigation  was  carried  out. 

The  above  measures  were  instituted  with,  as  their  main  object,  the  removal  of 
all  conditions  favourable  to  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes. 

The  diagnosis  of  a  fifth  case  of  Yellow  Fever — the  death  cccuring  on  2otll 
December—  ue.  within  the  International  Quarantine  period,  automatically  made 
Bathurst  an  infected  place,  and  the  Island  of  St.  Mary  was  so  declared  by  Notice 
on  25  th  December,  1934 

x*.;  • 

At  this  time  the  Colony  was  in  the  middle  of  its  groundnut  season.  Every 
attempt  was  made  to  avoid  the  restriction  of  trade.  The  task  of  controlling  the 
movement  into  and  out  of  the  Island  of  St.  Mary  was  given  over  to  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  which  had  efficiently  carried  out  these  duties  before.  Their  efforts  on 
this  occasion  were  again  successful,  and  trade  was  carried  on  with  the  least  possible 
dislocation.  Shipping  was  expeditiously  handled  while  the  river  traffic  was  main¬ 
tained  with  but  the  most  necessary  restrictions.  For  the  handling  of  this  side  of 
the  picture  thanks  are  due  to  the  Marine  Department. 

On  25th  December  the  decision  was  made  to  evacuate  all  European  Officials 
to  Cape  St.  Mary  and  to  recommend  to  European  non-officials  living  in  the  town 
to  do  similarly. 
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The  European  women  were  evacuated  on  25th  December  1934  and  housed  in 
considerable  discomfort  at  Cape  St  Mary.  Evacuation  of  all  non-essential  officials 
was  completed  on  26th  December  and  it  was  realised  that  the  available  accommoda¬ 
tion  wras  quite  unsuited  for  a  lengthy  stay. 

It  was  considered  unsafe  to  allowT  any  one  to  return  to  residence  in  Bathurst 
until  protected  by  inoculation. 

1  hus  it  was  decided  to  advise  that  all  wives  proceed  home  and  leave  for  the 
officers  the  best  possible  accommodation  in  the  circumstances.  This  was  endorsed 
by  Executive  Council  on  26th  December. 

Active  emergency  measures  are  still  being  prosecuted,  and  will  continue  until 
it  can  be  safely  said  that  Bathurst  is  tolerably  clean  and  reasonably  free  from  mos¬ 
quitoes.  When  the  emergency  measures  have  achieved  their  object  they  may  well 
give  way  to  the  more  routine  though  still  vigorous  activities  of  an  organised  Health 
Department.  ( 

llie  present  position  is  that  Bathurst  is  undoubtedly  cleaner — that  ail 
immense  amount  of  useless  rubbish  has  been  removed— and  that  it  is  undoubtedly 
more  free  of  mosquitoes  their  probable  dry  season  breeding  places,  e.g.  eaves, 
gutters,  tins,  etc.  having  been  removed. 

The  impio\  ed  cleanliness  of  Bathurst  must  in  no  way  be  taken  to  mean  that  a 
satisfactory  state  of  sanitation  exists.  The  contrary  is  the  truth,  and  it  will  take 
years  of  ceaseless  endeavour  on  the  part  of  the  Health  Authorities  and  of  the 
Public  at .  laine  before  th  is  can  be  accomplished.  The  problem  is  full  of  difficul¬ 
ties  and  hinges  largely  on  the  problem  of  drainage.  Until  this  is  tackled  all  other 
methods  are  make-shifts.
